business there for 104 years? 


Edmund Henry Gulledge was born in Oakville, Ontario November 17, 1851. His early 
education consisted of public school in Oakville and was completed by private tutor. 
| Gulledge then began an apprenticeship in his father’s saddler and harness shop finish- 
ing his trade in Jamestown, New York in May of 1871. Now, at the age of 20 Gulledge 
J returned to his father Henry Gulledge’s shop and was immediately accepted as a partner. 
This arrangement continued for the next 6 years and in 1877 Edmund bought out his 
- ffather’s interest and carried on the business for a number of years. Gulledge married 
Jane Armanda Oliphant of Oakville on March 21, 1881. 


In 1891 Gulledge applied for and was granted a patent for a metal loop for harnesses. By 
4.1891 Gulledge had been a member of the Oakville Town Council for three years having 
been elected twice by acclamation. 


Edmund Gulledge died in 1947 at the age of 95 having lived a full and prosperous life.

building was unused until the founding of North Georgia College in 1873. The mint building was used as the main 
academic and administrative building for the college until a fire destroyed the original building in December 1878. A new 
building for the college was erected on the foundations of the old mint building. This building is now name Price Memorial 
Hall after William P. Price, the founder of the college, and is still used by the college today. Gold leaf from this are also 
covers the exterior of the domed roof over the rotunda of the Georgia State Capitol in Atlanta. Local media often refer to 
the state legislature’s activities as what’s going on “under the gold dome”. After the capitol building was gold leafed 
citizens of Dahlonega began a campaign to gold leaf Price Memorial Hall after the same fashion as the capitol. Eighty-one 
year old collector John McMullan assembled a 62-gold 
coin collection named The Reed Creek Collection (all 
graded and encapsulated by NGC and PCGS and which 
includes a 1861-D Indian Head dollar AU-58 (less than £5 
235 known to still exist) and a 1861-D Coronet $5 half fy 
eagle AU-58) after the region of Georgia in which his fy 
father, Thomas Leverette McMullan, was born and raised 
and who graduated from the U of Georgia in 1920. This 
collection is on exhibit at the university.
